Active At The_ 


- Wool 


Sales 


. By W. KING WOOD 


Sydney, Oct. 3. 


Intense activity of Japanese buyers at this 
season’s wool sales has raised the speculation as to 
whether Japan intends to flood the world market 
with cheap. woollen goods. : ; / 

The Japanese are now back in force on the 
Australian wool market and ‘are out-bidding all 
others for the types of wool that their factories 


require. 


Some brokers feel that the 
Japanese are buying especially 
to supply the American market 
avith lower grade, woollens. 

One woolman’ said; "The 
Japs are secking the types of 
wool suited to defence needs. 
They could ship this wool from 
Australia, process dt and turn 
out uniforms cheaper than the 
Americans could put the wool 
into thelr own factories.” 

Another point: They are 
‘buying with Australian currency 
and sterling, but a sale to US 
would mean a nice bagful of 
dollars. * : 

At the recent Brisbane sales 
the Japs dominated the markct, 
bought about 25,000 bales, or 
half the offering, They have 
ulso been active at ell other 
sales, . . 

There are 24 Jap buyers in 
Sydney at present, another 08 are 
expected before the end of the 
year. They don't do any bidding 
themselves since the war, but 
they go through the sample room 
with a fine comb, select the wools 
thot they want, then commission 
Australians to do-their ‘bidding. 
‘They imaw the wool they want, 
and oo far are getting it. 

During the sales they sit at the 
back of the room, chatting and 
joking among themselves, Press 
interviews are  out—definitely. 
No spealc English, they say, but 
they know plenty when it comes 
to wool, : 

Somo idea of thelr operations 
can be judged from the fact 
that already’ they have’ taken 
seven times more wool than 
they bought in the correspond- 
ing period last year—20,109,000- 
Ib, against 2,852,000)b.
